This, to my mind, is specious and 
refined reasoning, and are entirely 
groundless in a case involving life 
and death. Such a rule might be 
tolerated in cases involving only 
property rights, but not so in such 
Cases as this.

The case was reversed solelv and' 
wholly upon legal grounds, errors 1 
of law and practice both, the merits J 
and facts of the case not being dis. 
cussed; this being the rule in all Ap 
ptttate Courts that where there an 
substantial errors of law and prac- 
tice, cases are reversed upon those 
grounds and the facts are not dis 
cussed, unless it is manifest that up- 
on the facts as presented there is no 
case made out. Hut when a case is 
reversed upon law points and a new 
trial is to lie had, upon the subse- 
quent trial a very different case may 
be presented and proved. 

It may be stated that this case has 
been reversed three times. Twice 
Powers was convicted of being an 
accessory before the fact to the as- 
sassination of (loebel, who was con- 
testing Taylor's election as Coventor 
before the Kentucky legislature, and 
sentenced to life imprisonment. Moth 
of these convictions were reversed 
bjr the Court of Appeals « hen that 
court was composed ol a majority 
of Republicans. The third trial re- 
sulted in Powers' conviction and the 
imposition of the death pen dty 
This was in August, 1903 He again 
appealed, but this time to a Demo- 
cratic court which in the meantime 
had changed its complexion, and 
there are now five Democrats and 
two Republicans composing it

He it ordained by the Hoard of 
Council of the City of Barbourville, 
that any infant under the age of 
eighteen 1 1H I years and over the age 
ol seven I") years, who shall be 
on the streets, public square, alleys 
and commons of said citv between 
the hours of 8 o'clock p. m., and 4 
o'clock a, m , except such infant be 
on business and acting under the di- 
rection of his father, mother or guar- 
dian, or unless such infant shall have 
a reasonable and proper excuse there- 
for he shall be deemed guilt v of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction, 
shall be fined not less than one dol- 
lar and not more than five dollars 
and the cost ot the prosecution for 
each offence.
